Numismatics, or coin collecting, dates back to the earliest records of authentic his- 
tory, and it is more than probable that men of science and refinement commenced col- 
kections as soon as varieties of coins existed. Coins were first issued about one thousand 
years before the Christian era. A small collection of coins gives us authentic portraits 
of the heroes of antiquity, correct representations of public buildings, and a trustworthy 
account of events which occurred thousands of years ago, and it is very probable that 
the generally received pictures of our Saviour were taken from portraits on the Byzan- 
tine coins. It is generally supposed that these old coins are very expensive, but this is 
not the case, as we always have good selections of Roman coins in stock from one to two 
thousand years old (warranted genuine) at ten cents each.

If Numismatics is the ‘‘ record of the past,” Philately, or stamp collecting, will be a 
history of the future. Postage stamps were first issued by Great Britain in 1840, when 
the great advantages of the new system caused it to be rapidly adopted by every nation, 
and almost as soon as there were varieties of stamps to collect, we find amateurs en- 
gaged in their preservation ; originally a pastime for boys, it soon became a study for 
some of the most acute of the leading savants, the late Dr. John Edward Gray, F. R. 
8., etc., etc., of the British Museum, being one of the first to advocate its study. At first 
persons desirous of forming a collection were obliged to beg the stamps of their friends,

News of the Quarters 


Prominent among the postage stamps issued during the last quarter of the old vear 
must be placed the new values of Great Brrrarn : the stamps are large, the colors fine, 





and the engraving excellent, of course. They are all values new to the country, and 
higher than have heretofore been employed. It is a noteworthy fact, that, while the 
= is being continually reduced, stamps of higher value are continually being 
issued, showing that cheap rates induce larger and heavier letters. The new values are: 
10 shillings, slate green; 1 pound, violet; 1 penny, brown newsband. 
The designs being shown by our engraving do not need any special description 











New ZEALAND, Thiscolony hasalso followed the fashion in regard to high val 
and issued the following, both of the same design : . ee 
2 shillings, pink ; 5 shillings, grey. 


Carna certainly deserved the first place in our notice, although crowded down by the 
world encircling empire. it is certainly a notable event for such a conservative power 
as China to follow the example of her neighbors in issuing postage stamps. It is 
curious also that China, the first nation to issue coins, should be the last to provide 
postage stamps for the use of her people. The set, of which an engraving will be found 
above, are all of the same design, and will, we are informed, consist of seven values 
although but the three following have yet seen the light: 1 candareen, green; 3 can. 
dareens, red; 5 candareens, yellow. . 


FALKLAND IsLANDs stamps are the last represented in our review; they are all of the 
same design, and the work of the eminent English engravers, Messrs. De la Rue & Co 
which is sufficient guarantee of their beautiful appearance, although we would much 
preferred to see some other design than the hackneyed profile of Queen Victoria, whose 
portrait already figures on nearly one thousand stamps. 1 penny, claret; 6 pence, 
green. 


France.—The 25 centimes of the current type, black on red, was issued October the 
25th; this only leaves the 20c. to be issued to complete the set as announced last year. 


UnITED STATES OF CoLomBIA Antioguia.—We received last mail from this 
State, two new stamps of the values of 24 and 5 centavos. The design of the first 
is condor in circle holding in its claws a scroll which appears to be inscribed 
with the national motto, and being a faithful exponent of the country, the LrserraD, is 





very indistinct. This is surrounded by a circular band, inscribed FE. 8 DE ANTI 
QUIA, above EE. UU. DE Conompta, numeral of value at side in straight lines, above cor- 
REOS, below value. It is badly printed in dirty blue ink. The 5 cent. is very similar 
in appearance to the 10 cent. U. 8. of Colombia, having the same head on solid ground 
in centre, With E s DE ANTIOQUTA above, EE UU CoLoMBIA below, numerals of value in 
angles, CORKEOs in straight line above value, below 5 centavos, dull green. 

Bo.trv1ar.—The state of Bolivar has also issued a new 5 centavos stamp. This is 
well executed and the design good. This consists of the national arms in center, with 
EE. UU. DE COLOMBIA below, inclosed in circular frame inscribed CORREOS DEL EO 80 
DE BOLIVAR; value above and below in curved lines, and numerals of value in half 
circles in corners. 

Norway.—This country, following the general rule, has added more values to its 
set, which has been enlarged as follows: 

35 ore, sea green; 60 ore, dark blue. 
1 krona, green; 14 krona, blue. 
2 krona, rose frame, brown centre. 

The first two are of the current type, while the three high values bear the head of 
King Oscar If. as the principal device. 

Of other news of philatelical interest there is nothing of importance to tell, but 
collectors are looking forward to the great sale of Mr. Withington’'s splendid collection, 
which wiil take p'ace in January or early in February. This is to be followed by 
another auction sale, which, although of less importance than the first, still contains 
some valuable stamps and a large quantity of rare ones which will doubtless sell 
cheap. We had «almost forgotten to call attention to the late reduction in price of the 
eplendid set of Rulers of the World. This isa sheet of accurate photographs. mostly 
tuken from life at great expense and vastly superier to anything ever before gotten up, 
and notwithstanding the great outlay in preparing the sheet. the price has been reduced 

to 50 cents. These photographs are the only portraits suitsble for insertion in the 
International Album, and for the benefit of purchasers of this cclebrated book the 
three sets of Photegraphs of Rulers, Arms and Flags of the Werld will be sold 
together for $1.00, post free. 

; Of coins we only have two new types to describe. First, is the well-known Indian 
rupee of the annexed type, with Empress in place of QUEEN. 
The date is 1877. 

Our next is from the Netherlands and represents a new is- 
sue of bronze coins to replace the two so long current. The 
new comer has the national arms in centre in detted circle, sur 
rounded by the legend KONINGRIVK DER NEDERLANDEN, 1878 
The reverse has a large numeral of value in centre with CEN 
below, the whole enclosed in a very neat wreath. The size is 
26 mm; altogether it is one of the prettiest small coins we have 
seen. 

_The most important event in numismatie circles during the 

last few months has been the sale of the Jones collection of 

cents, in which some extraordinary fine cents brought very high prices. Priced cata- 
logues of this sale should be in the hands of every collector; they can be had of ou 
lishers at 50. each. 

The enorm: us collection of ancient Roman, Greck and Hebrew coins, the property 
of a New York merchant, will be sod at auction in February. This will undoubtedly 
en together all the principal coin collectors in the country, besides many from 

furope. 

This splencid collection will occupy an entire week in its disposal, giving plenty 
of opportunity to collectors to pick up Largains, and we have no doubt but that many 
coins, 2,060 years old, will sell fiem 10 to 25 cents each, which could not now be ob

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If there are any of our readers who have never seen a miniature theatre performed 
by an intelligent boy they have missed one of the prettiest sights imaginable, and if they 
have any boy friends in whose welfare they are interested, they cannot do better than 
make him a present of one of these instructive toys. They are made in three sizes, 
each perfect in itself, but designed for different ages. In the first designated miniature 
the scenes are the size of the engraving given above; are printed on cards, beautifully 
colored, and full instructions for performing accompanying each one. The price is 10 
cents, or with characters, etc., already cut out, with wooden stage, and packed in box, 
50 cents. They can be obtained in the principal cities, or will be sent by express on 
reccipt of price. The nextsize, or that known as Seltzs, is four times as large and the 
coloring much finer. These cost 50 cents, or with one of the patent folding wooden 
stages, two dollars and a half. ‘‘ Last year the writer was invited to attend a performance 
of the play of Cinderella, which was to be given by the son of our pastor. On entering 
the room we found that the sliding doors dividing the parlors had been drawn together 
leaving just sufficient space for the proscenium of the stage to stand in the front room, a 
table cloth having been hung above and below, so that nothing could be seen on that 
side but the front of the stage; four rowsof eight chairs werearranged in‘a semi-circle 
before it. These were occupied by the friends of the family, the smaller children being 
placed in the front seats, while the older ones remained at the back, where they could see 
over the others’ heads. The gas being turned low in the room, the little oil foot-lights on 
the mimic stage burnt bright, and threw light on the curtain, which was raised at the sound 
of a little bell. The performance then commenced, our young friend behind the stage in 
the otherroom, and his sister, reading the speeches of the supposed performers, and push- 
ing the characters on the stage with wires at the proper time. With what a burst of applause 
the entry of the Fairy Queen was received when she was lowered to the stage by a hair, 
and the young lady read the tale of the sufferings of poor Cinderella. Then the scene 
changed to the cave of the Kobolds, and the little card characters were seen in the per- 
formance of the work necessary for getting the fire ready to make the little glass slippers. 
This is finally accomplished while a chant is being sung back of stage; but we have not 
time to recount all the changes of scene, from the kiichen to the ballroom, and from 
there to the castle court-yard, where the gorgeous equipage of Cinderella is sudden 
transformed to the big pumpkin, and the poor frightened mice, rats and lizards. We 
left as pleased with our evening's entertainment as if we had attended a concert conducted 
by grown people.” 

The large or ‘‘ mammoth” size is the same as the Seltzs except in dimension, the scenes 
being 22 inches high by 28 inches tong, while the stage being so much larger, there is, of 
course, room for more complicated effects, such as real painted act drops and curtains 
that roll up from the bottom. The play for these can be had fora dollar and a half, or 
the large wooden stage, with two curtains and play complete, for ten dollars.
